SUSTAINABLE living author and environmen¬ 
talist Tracey West was born in the East End of 
London and later moved to Thorncombe, and 
then Lyme Regis, with her three children. 

Together with husband Simon, she set up 
Magic Oxygen Publishing, which launched the 
Magic Oxygen Literary Prize three years ago, 
which sees a tree planted in Kenya for every 
entry submitted. 

She's also a patron for Women's Action Net¬ 
work Dorset, a member of eco-group Turn 
Lyme Green and a founding member of Frack 
Free Lyme Regis. 


• TELL us a little about your career history... 

I started out in the Square Mile as a PA, stopped work 
to raise my children in 1997, volunteered in the local 
charity shop and began writing in earnest about 
downshifting, environmental issues and simple, green 
living. My standpoint has always been positive and I 
love encouraging people to give a positive embrace to 
living with less. In 2007 I started broadcasting on 
Apple FM, Musgrove Park's Hospital Radio in Taunton. 
In 2009, I was commissioned to write "The Book of 
Rubbish Ideas" and in 2010, became a trustee for the 
National Association for Children of Alcoholics; unfor¬ 
tunately, I know what a nightmare that situation can 
me. 

• HOW did you come to set up Magic Oxygen Pub¬ 
lishing? 

My book sold out but the publisher didn't want to 
reprint, so they gave the rights back to me and my now 
super-geek second husband, Simon, turned it into an 
eBook. Shortly afterwards, we published my second 
title, "Poetry of Divorce for Women", as an actual paper¬ 
back and things rolled on from there. Incidentally, I'm 
also a very proud and vocal patron of the Women's Ac¬ 
tion Network Dorset, the public and fundraising arm 
of the Dorset Women's Refuge. 

# WHAT advice would you give to budding au¬ 
thors? 

Launching a book is no easy ride. In 2014, UK publish¬ 
ers released over 20 new books per hour, that equates 
to 2,875 titles per million inhabitants. Authors have to 
work harder than ever before to create a positive buzz 
promoting their work by giving talks, organising book 
signings and creating a buying market for their words 
on a website and on social media. The big bookshops 
have less control over what they stock and are bom¬ 
barded by sales reps, so an enthusiastic, happy author 
with a great elevator pitch is often the best weapon to 
get them to stock their title. We're very grateful for the 
local support given to us by Serendip. 

# YOU launched the Magic Oxygen Literary Prize 
(MOLP) three years ago - can you tell us a little 
about the competition? 

I wanted to launch a writing contest that planted a tree 
for every entry. Writers use paper, paper comes from 



trees and MOLP is a powerful conduit that addresses 
that balance. Our forestry expert Ru Hartwell sug¬ 
gested Bore in Kenya as a perfect site for our Word For¬ 
est. It had suffered greatly from deforestation and 
trees grown near the equator are extremely efficient 
at locking down lots of C02 from the atmosphere and 
keeping the world cool. 

Our Word Forest is now 11 times the size of Wembley 
Stadium and previous contests also funded the con¬ 
struction of an urgently-needed classroom at Kundeni 
Primary School in the same community. MOLP3 has 
just launched and we hope it'll fund a third classroom 
to help house the 300 children that attend. 

# CAN anyone have a tree planted in the Word For¬ 
est? 

Yes! If they'd like to enter a short story or poem, we 
have £3,000 in prize money to give away and every- 
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one gets a tree regardless. Once the contest has 
closed, we'll even send out the GPS co-ordinates of it. 
Visit MagicOxygen.co.uk/MOLP for details. Alterna¬ 
tively, visit GoFundMe.com/wordforest and help as 
you wish. 

• YOU also run Vittles & Verse poetry nights in 
Lyme - how can people get involved and what 
should they expect? 

Simon and I set this up last winter to keep the town 
buzzing in the quieter months and to give literary-lov¬ 
ing locals a good night out in one of our splendid 
eateries. Keian Gillet of the Galley Cafe on Broad Street 
is a marvellous host and £5 buys you some delicious 
soup and bread and a cracking evening of spoken 
word entertainment - poets get free cake too and 
there are other refreshments on offer on the second 
Saturday of each month, 7pm for 7.30pm start. It's to¬ 
tally diverse and you won't believe how many brilliant 
poets there are in Lyme! 

• YOU'RE passionate about green issues and re¬ 
cently launched the Frack Free Lyme Regis group 
on Facebook - how important is this issue in this 
area? 

It’s very important. Shale gas extracted via fracking is 
an unconventional hydrocarbon, unlike the conven¬ 
tional hydrocarbons currently extracted in Dorset and, 
as a passionate advocate for sustainable living, I know 
a well supported combination of green technologies 
could supply the UK with clean, safe energy. The 
shocking track record of social chaos and damage to 
life, land and the water table that has arisen from frack¬ 
ing in the US, Australia, Canada and various other 
countries, is terrifying. If local water tables are compro¬ 
mised, the water we drink will be too. Incidentally, li¬ 
cences to frack have been granted in Dorchester and 
around Hinkley Nuclear Plant, there are more to come. 
I urge everyone to research the topic, frack-off.org.uk 
is a good place to start. 

• ARE you a member of any other local groups? 

Yes, Turn Lyme Green is a brilliant organisation that 
usually meets on the second Tuesday of the month, 
often at the Royal Lion. It has raised public awareness 
about several environmental issues over the years. 

• YOU went vegan earlier this year - how easy is it 
to eat out in Lyme Regis? 

Very! There are lots of mouthwatering options to be 
enjoyed at our local Indian restaurants. Dottie Kitchen 
is brilliant, Tierra Kitchen has a good selection too, as 
does the Beach House Cafe, the Royal Standard and 
Royal Lion Hotel, and don’t get me started on the sor¬ 
bets at Frank and Beans! 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

It is such a breathtakingly beautiful spot on the planet 
and, somehow, it manages to blend rural living and 
maritime life into cocktail-shaken perfection. Its his¬ 
toric contours and calming landscape have healed my 
heartache and given birth to creativity I didn't know I 
had. I adore its weft and weave of literary culture, re¬ 
spect for deep tradition and occasional sparks of mod¬ 
ern attitude... and Vic's chips are great too! 
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Dog owners attempt to 
reverse beach ban orders 


MORE than 500 people have signed a 
petition to reverse new rules restricting 
dog access to Weymouth beach. 

Unlimited access is now only al¬ 
lowed from November 1st until Good 
Friday. 

Previously dogs were allowed on the 
beach from October until the end of 
April. 

The petition claims that the new rules 
run counter to the public consultation 
in which 60 per cent of those who re¬ 
sponded said they were content with 
the previous restrictions. 

Campaigner Judi Moore said the re¬ 
sult of the changes was that the beach 
has been deserted, despite some won¬ 
derful autumn weather - apart from 
council officials trying to issue spot 
fines to those who dare to break the 
rules, or do not understand the effect

Man left with fractured jaw following assault 


A MAN is his 20s suffered multiple 
fractures to his jaw after an assault on 
Weymouth seafront. 

Police say it appears he was pushed 
into metal railings by a man with a pony 
tail after getting off a Dorchester bus 
close to the King’s Statue. 

A man in his 40s from Portland has 
been questioned about the incident and 
bailed until later in November, but po¬ 
lice are appealing for witnesses. 

The alleged attack happened between 


4.30pm and 6pm on Monday, October 
17th. 

The victim, a local man aged in his 
20s, sustained multiple fractures to his 
jaw and has had to undergo surgery to 
have metal plates put into his jaw and 
cheek. 

The alleged offender is described as 
having long hair worn in a ponytail and 
was wearing dark clothing and a dark- 
coloured beanie hat.

Police and trading standards officers will be offering 
advice on how not to become victims of rogue traders 
and distraction burglars. 

In Dorchester the event is being held today, Wednes¬ 
day, October 26th from 10am - 1pm outside Barclays 
Bank in South Street while on Friday 28th a similar ses¬ 
sion will be held from 10am to 2pm at Sainsbury’s 
Weymouth. 

Dorset Police doorstep crime lead, Inspector Ernie 
Henley said: “Doorstep criminals will use persuasive 
techniques in an attempt to deceive victims and enter 
their homes. 

“Doorstep criminals will target anyone, but often prey 
on the most vulnerable members of our communities: 
Dorset Police is working with our partners to protect 
the public and bring offenders to justice. 


Richard Herringshaw of Trading Standards, said: 
“Aside from the financial impact, studies show that 
being a victim of doorstep crime has a detrimental ef¬ 
fect on health, confidence and ultimately an individual’s 
independence.

Detective Inspector Neil Wright, of the Dorset Police 
Priority Crime Team, said: “The stories distraction bur¬ 
glars fabricate can range from claiming to be a neigh¬ 
bour looking for a lost ball, a representative from a 
utility company or an official from a reputable organi¬ 
sation such as the police or council. 

“If you are not sure who is at your door - don’t open 
it. Burglars may enter the rear of your home when you 
are busy answering the front door to their accomplice:

"No one was trapped and the ambulance crew 
were treating the occupants of the cars and the 
fire crew made the vehicles safe." 

South Western Ambulance Service were called 
at 12.57pm to the scene. 

A spokesperson said: "There are two casualties 
with minor injuries and both went to Dorset 
County Hospital for treatment."

Travis Perkins branches 
under threat of closure? 

THE UK’s leading building merchant, Travis Perkins, 
has announced it will close 30 branches, putting 600 
jobs at risk. 

The company, which has branches in Bridport, 
Lyme Regis, Dorchester and Weymouth, say the clo¬ 
sures are due to “future demand” being hard to pre¬ 
dict. 

Travis Perkins currently employs 28,000 and has 
2,060 stores. 

Chief executive John Carter said: “Our operational 
focus remains on improving all of our customer 
propositions, optimising our networks, intensifying 
our use of space and exploiting the scale advantage 
we have created. 

“It is still too early to predict customer demand in 
2017 with certainty and we will continue to monitor 
our lead indicators closely. 

“Given this uncertainty we will be closing over 30 
branches and making further efficiency driven 
changes in the supply chain, resulting in an excep¬ 
tional charge of £40-50 million this year.” 

The closures include ten smaller distribution and 
fabrication centres, the write off of certain IT legacy 
equipment and over 30 branch closures in their trade 
businesses. 

A total of 600 jobs are at risk and it is understood 
that those concerned are aware of the changes. 

It is currently unknown if the branches in West 
Dorset will be among those to close.

DORSET Waste Partner¬ 
ship could have an un¬ 
derspend of £1 million in 
the coming financial 
year - according to the 
woman which runs the 
business. 

Director Karyn Pun- 
chard told a national re¬ 
cycling conference that 
it would follow on from 
an underspend of 
£500,000. 

She told delegates 
that the Dorset Waste 
Partnership had "turned 
things around"after a 
shaky start, beset by 
complaints and financial 
problems. 

"It has not all been 
plain sailing...The first 
challenge is the politics, 
getting seven councils 
to agree to a partner¬ 
ship. From the districts 
there was a concern 
about a lack of identity 
and a loss of contact 
with customers. 

"In 2014/15 we over¬ 
spent by £2.1 million 
with bad press coverage 
and the roll out in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
was very difficult," Ms 
Punchard acknowl¬ 
edged. 

Now, things are more 
positive, she said: "We 
believe that we have 
turned things around - 
it is worth it, well worth 
all the pain." 

She said that the 
county's recycling rate 
was 29 per cent before 
the new service and was 
now up to 58.5 per cent 
with the cost per house¬ 
hold £153 this year and 
expected to be £147 
next year. 

The partnership has 
about 200 vehicles, a 
budget of £34.2 million 
and employs 370 staff. 


Hero's parade for 
champion crier 


TOWN Crier Alistair 
Chisholm has been given a 
county town version of an 
open-top bus ride - after win¬ 
ning a national competition 
for the ninth time. 

Mayor and Mayoress Tim 
and Anita Harries bundled 
him in a wheelbarrow for a 
ride down South Street to 
show local people what a 
“wheely” good crier he is. 

And outside Barclays Bank 
Mr Chisholm was presented 
with a special cry written for 
him by the mayoress.

Views sought on scheme to cut 
nighttime drunken behaviour 


A SCHEME which aims to cut 
down on drunken behaviour in 
Weymouth is asking residents to 
take part in an online questionnaire. 

The three month pilot scheme is 
being monitored by University of 
Exeter staff. 

It involves door staff 
breathalysing some visitors to clubs 
and pubs in an attempt to reduce the 
amount of people who arrive in 
town already drunk, having con¬ 
sumed shop-bought alcohol before 
they come out. 


The scheme is being undertaken 
as part of an initiative with Dorset 
Police and Weymouth Pub Watch. 

As part of the assessment of the 
trial, members of the public are now 
being urged to give their opinion in 
an online survey. 

Previous trials of similar schemes, 
elsewhere in the country, including 
Torquay, have significantly cut 
down on anti-social and violent be¬ 
haviour. 

Dorset Police say the idea behind 
the scheme is to change attitudes 


and behaviour although some crit¬ 
ics have taken to social media to 
complain that it is little more than a 
way of pubs and clubs increasing 
their drink sales. 

Weymouth Pub Watch Chairman 
Keith Treggiden said it was too 
early to tell if the scheme had 
changed people’s habits but said he 
had not heard any negative com¬ 
ments about the idea.

Helping make Dorchester hedgehog friendly 


A FILM about returning six rescue hedgehogs to 
the wild is being shown in Dorchester next week. 

The showing is part of the county town’s effort 
in working towards being a “hedgehog friendly” 
town. 

Hedgehog Hotel is described as a warm, humor¬ 
ous film, lasting 50 minutes, about returning six 
rescue hedgehogs to the wild. They learn how to 
fend for themselves, find a home and a mate in the 
safety of their “hotel”, a specially prepared 
wilderness in the grounds of Vale Wildlife Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Although this film is light hearted it has a seri¬ 
ous message - in some areas of the UK hedgehog 
populations have declined by up to 50 per cent but 
by making small changes, such as providing water 
and access in our gardens, residents can transform 


our local area and help to offset the decline. 

Under the auspices of the Dorset Mammal 
Group, and in collaboration with national hedge¬ 
hog charities, Dorset’s towns and villages are 
coming together to ensure that their communities 
are “hedgehog friendly”. With the help and en¬ 
couragement of the town council, Dorchester is 
actively involved, implementing practical mea¬ 
sures such as green corridors and working closely 
with local veterinary practices. 

Said Linda Poulsen from the local group: “After 
the film there will be an update on what’s happen¬ 
ing with our local hedgehogs and how rescue 
hedgehogs are being looked after.” 

The film is being shown next Thursday, October 
27th October at 7pm at St George’s Church Hall, 
Fordington. 
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Seal spotted off Portland 
for first time in two years 



A SEAL photographed 
at Portland Bill has also 
been seen in Cornwall - 
according to the Dorset 
Wildlife Trust. 

The female grey seal, 
named Molar, was 
recorded by Cornwall 
Seal Group Research 
Trust (CSGRT) in St 
Austell Bay in Novem¬ 
ber 2014, but had not 
been seen for two years. 

The creature has now 
been seen several times 
off Portland and has 
been positively identi¬ 
fied by the distinctive 
marking on her neck. 

Volunteer for CSGRT, 
Rob Wells said: “Two 
years ago, when I pho¬ 


tographed Molar, I was 
sure she’d be recognised 
again, but then she dis¬ 
appeared for two years. 
Now I am delighted to 
see her again and for her 
to be our first Cornwall 
to Dorset seal link. 
Molar proves that our 
photo-identification pro¬ 
ject really works and is a 
fabulous, non-invasive 
way of monitoring the 
lives and movements of 
our seals.” 

Rob added: “Molar 
has highlighted the fact 
that our grey seals really 
are mobile animals and 
that conserving this 
globally rare species 
needs not just isolated 


protected areas, but a 
wider network .We have 
around 40 per cent of 
the world population 
living around our 
British shores and have 
a responsibility to con¬ 


serve them. 

DWT volunteer, Sarah 
Hodgson, runs the 
Dorset Seal Project. 
She said: “We have been 
monitoring seals for 
several years now and 


it’s really exciting to 
have our first match 
from outside Dorset. It 
shows what can be 
achieved by developing 
and sharing our photo 
ID catalogue and what 
can be learned about 
these amazing animals.” 

DWT is appealing to 
members of the public to 
report any Dorset seal 
sightings, with pho¬ 
tographs if possible. The 
trust stress the impor¬ 
tance of not disturbing 
seals by trying to get too 
close.

MP calls on NHS to make A&E and 
ambulances a top funding priority 


SOUTH Dorset MP Richard Drax has asked the 
Government to make ambulances and A&E fund¬ 
ing a priority, while re-examining how the NHS is 
run. 

Speaking during an adjournment debate, which 
he had called, on ambulance waiting times, the MP 
said: “We really ought to think about the whole 


NHS and how it is run, not just the ambulance ser¬ 
vice. We need to do that free of politicians, with 
expert advice being sought from non-politicians — 
those who know how the health system works, not 
least the clinicians —so that we can re-look at this 
whole situation. We have enough money, but we 
have not spent it particularly wisely in every case.”

Paying tribute to the men and women of the am¬ 
bulance service, Drax said that “ambulance control 
rooms across the country are buckling under the 
twin strains of increased demand and dwindling 
resources....last year set a new record, with 10.8 
million ambulance callouts in six months - a stag¬ 
gering number.” 

Numbers were boosted by people “finding it 
harder to see their GP,” he added, saying, “the fact 
remains that there are simply not enough vehicles, 
paramedics and clinicians to cope with the increase 
in workload.” 

NHS targets were exacerbating the problems, 
Drax said, “with not a single one of the 10 ambu¬ 
lance trusts in England meeting the target of reach¬ 
ing 75 per cent of incidents within eight minutes.” 

He said that handovers at hospital frequently 


breach the 30-minute target handover time, incur¬ 
ring fines and increasing the pressure on cash 
strapped trusts; “Yet, handovers can be achieved 
only if there are available beds and bays in the 
emergency department, which in turn can free up 
space only by transferring patients to wards or into 
surgery. That flow—from ambulance to emer¬ 
gency department to ward and, hopefully, to home 
and recovery—simply is not happening, because 
beds are not being cleared.” 

He said the effect on Dorset ambulance workers 
and A&E staff of working in a system that “sets 
them up to fail” was demotivating and demoralis¬ 
ing. 

He claimed that more than ten per cent of ambu¬ 
lance workers were leaving for more social hours 
and better pay elsewhere.

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Volunteers help to create spawning areas for fish 


DORSET Wildlife Trust volunteers have been help¬ 
ing improve stretches of the Mill Stream and River 
Frome in Dorchester. 

They have been creating areas where fish, including 
salmon and trout, can spawn - improving their 
chances of surviving until adulthood. 

The project, which has been running for about three 
years, is already credited with increasing fish num¬ 
bers. 

Dorset Wild Rivers officer for the trust, Jacob Dew, 
said that the project is win-win for local wildlife - as 
more fish survive they, in turn, attract predators such 
as kingfishers, heron and otters. 

The volunteers have been using natural materials, 
often willow, which grows on the riverbank, to create 
sheltered areas, known as redds, where small fish can 
hide from their predators, increasing their chances of 
long-term survival. 

The slight narrowing of the stream also has the ef¬ 
fect, in some places, of helping produce the gravel 
beds which many fish need to spawn. 

Mr Dew, a Conservation Officer with DWT, spe¬ 
cialises in looking after rivers and wetland, is over¬ 
seeing the project which is mainly funded by the 
Environment Agency. 

“We still have a couple more weeks of work to com¬ 
plete and will move from the Mill Stream to the River 
Frome, working between Grey’s Bridge to Long 
Bridge, near the new housing development,” he said. 

Previous conversation and enhancement work on 
the Frome, notably at Lower Bockhampton, have 
seen “significant” increases in fish populations, ac¬ 
cording to Casterbridge Fisheries who surveyed the 
area. 

Those taking part in the survey say the results were 
very positive and the findings reflected growth in sev¬ 
eral species including grayling, brown trout and eel. 
The fish population and habitat diversity has im¬ 
proved, with the overall density of fish rising almost 
60 per cent.

There were also good results regarding the number 
of eels, making up 50 per cent of the catch for the sur¬ 
vey. The grayling, a species of fish which has flour¬ 
ished in the river Frome in recent years had also risen 
very significantly from 4.1 per cent to 23.8 per cent 
of the catch. 

John Aplin, Managing Director of Casterbridge 
Fisheries said at the time: “It was great to be involved 
in this enhancement project and to see the native 
species using the site as intended. The gravels are 
now clean and fish are spawning successfully during 
the winter. The project also provides the much needed 
cover for fish fry survival.” 


The adult salmon return to the Frome from their 
feeding grounds in the North Sea and as far away as 
Greenland, finally reaching their home river between 
November and early January. They then have to 
make their way upstream and find clean gravels 
where the female can lay the eggs, fertilised by the 
male and then cover them with a protective mound of 
gravel. The eggs will hatch in the spring. 

The Dorchester Mill Stream Enhancement Scheme, 
a Dorset Wild Rivers project, is supported by SITA 
Trust’s Enriching Nature Programme through the 
Landfill Communities Fund and also by the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, The Big Lottery Fund, the Wild Trout 
Trust and many charitable trusts. 

Dorset Wild Rivers is supported by Wessex Water 
and The Dorset Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty.

Petrol station plans will only add to congestion 


IF you’d read about it in any other town you might have 
shaken your head in sympathy, but this has actually hap¬ 
pened in Weymouth. 

Controversial plans to build a new petrol station on part 
of Asda supermarket’s site near the notorious Boot Hill junc¬ 
tion have been approved by councillors after the narrowest 
of votes. Feelings ran high and split the borough council’s 
planning committee right down the middle to leave a deci¬ 
sion on a knife edge after a 5-5 vote. 

Deadlock was broken when the committee chairman used 
his casting vote to approve the scheme which will be built 
on the southern section of the site at a cost of more than a 
score of parking spaces on what is already an appalling site 
for drivers to negotiate. 

County transport experts said they had considered the 


scheme “very carefully” because of well known concerns 
both about the car park and the junction and they were now 
satisfied. This is history repeating itself because these “sat¬ 
isfied” transport experts are the same brains tmst that foisted 
the whole dire Boot Hill junction problem on us in the first 
place. And quite how any planning committee member 
could claim that a new petrol station will actually reduce 
traffic is beyond me! 

The cold hard fact is that Boot Hill has become a byword 
for congestion, pollution, danger and the most challenging 
junction layout in South Dorset. To then propose - and ap¬ 
prove - putting a new petrol station just yards away beggars 
belief as does Asda’s claim that most drivers using it will 
have been shoppers in its store. 

If Asda is correct then the congestion misery already suf¬ 


fered by its shoppers as they try and grind their way safely 
to a parking space is about to become worse since, by its 
own admission, an already clogged site is going to become 
even more gridlocked because shoppers who might have 
previously left may well now stay on longer to fill up with 
petrol. 

And if the supermarket site becomes more overloaded then 
the queues of drivers trying to get in will grow longer and 
this is bound to impact not just on the Boot Hill junction but 
on Chickerell Road and particularly on Newstead Road. We 
are talking about all this with a chill in the air and Christmas 
lurching towards us. What price peak summer with treble 
the traffic, a lot of which will need to stock up with groceries 
and fill up with petrol because they have come distance here 
to go on holiday? It could be a nightmare. 


to save harbour's crumbling walls? 


THIS week's Growing Old Dis¬ 
gracefully considers roller-skating 
for pensioners. 

The thought was prompted by a 
recent encounter with a grandfa¬ 
ther out with his grand-daughter 
who was roller-skating.

Is it too late 

YET another twist is unfolding in the saga 
about trying to repair Weymouth’s crum¬ 
bling harbour walls. 

Modern times are attempting to use har¬ 
bour revenue for harbour purposes, but 
there have been too many years gone by 
when that revenue was just siphoned off 
by the council as a convenient source of 
cash for other purposes. 

As ye sow so shall ye reap goes the say¬ 
ing and, while Weymouth now has a much 


more hard-nosed attitude to the correct use 
of harbour revenue, it has been overtaken 
by events which have slashed harbour in¬ 
come including the departure of Condor. 

Had harbour revenue been correctly 
tucked away to meet future repair bills 
then the town wouldn’t be in this maritime 
mess, but I suppose it is easy to be wise 
after the event. 

What councillors are now trying to do is 
plot a course which will steer finances and 


repairs to a successful conclusion where 
the harbour walls are once more fit for pur¬ 
pose, particularly Wall D close to the 
Pavilion where repairs needed are classed 
as “urgent”. 

But worrying concerns are emerging that 
it may be too little too late and that the pro¬ 
gramme of work isn’t forging ahead fast 
enough. The fear is that by the time a de¬ 
cision on finance and repairs is completed 
then the walls may be too far gone for it to 


be of any use. The council is keen to stress 
it isn’t dragging its feet but that there is a 
huge amount of “behind the scenes” work 
needed with design and contractors. 

It is a race against crumbling time but 
for the moment there is no din of repair 
work to disturb people as they enjoy the 
serenity of harbourside walks, although 
they’d do well to tread lightly and avoid 
jumping up and down too much just in 
case!

WHILST I love zooming up and down on my 
sewing machine, there’s something about the 
shorter winter nights which makes me want 
to curl up in front of the fire with a hand 
sewing project and here’s the ideal make - 
Funky little felt ornaments. They’re perfect 
for hanging on your tree or adorning that 
special present. I’ve also included a free¬ 
standing version, offering up even more dec¬ 
orating possibilities for your dinner table or 
festive mantel! 

Step 1. Trace around the wooden Christmas 
tree shape onto your green and brown felt 
and cut out the required number of pieces. 
You will need two green tree fronts and one 
brown trunk for each ornament. I used a light 
green felt which, combined with bright but¬ 
tons, gives a really modern feel to the project. 
Should you prefer a more traditional theme, 
simply use a darker felt and scarlet buttons. 

Step 2. Place the mini buttons into a pleas¬ 
ing arrangement and then stitch securely 
using matching thread. 

Step 3. Using green thread stitch around the 
tree shape, inserting a burlap loop at the top 
and the brown trunk piece at the bottom. 

Step 4. If you are making the free standing 
version, colour a craft stick with brown felt- 
tip pen and insert along with your stuffing. 

Step 5. Insert the craft stick into a large 
wooden bead or wooden sewing bobbin. 

Step 6. That’s it! Now simply give your new 
handmade ornament pride of place amongst 
your other decorations!

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Marvelous Mince Pies 

Ingredients 

350g/12oz high quality mincemeat, preferably home¬ 
made 

200g/7oz plain flour, sifted 
40g/lV2OZ golden caster sugar 
75g/2%oz ground almonds 
125g/4V20z unsalted butter, diced 
1 large free-range egg, beaten 
milk, to glaze 

Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the 
mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that the liquid is 
evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a food 
processor and process briefly until resembling bread¬ 
crumbs, then slowly add the egg through the feeder 
tube. (Or rub the butter into the dry ingredients by 
hand and stir in the egg.) 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap in 
clingfilm and chill for an hour or so. Thinly roll out the 
pastry on a floured surface. Cut out 12 circles with a 
fluted pastry cutter, large enough to fill the base of the 
pre pared tin. Press gently into each hole, then fill with 
the mincemeat. 

4. Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and use to 
cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together to seal. 
Make a small slit in the top of each, then brush lightly 
with milk. Chill for 

about 30 minutes. 

Meanwhile, pre 
heat the oven to 
200C/400F/Gas 6. 

5. Bake the pies 
for 20 minutes 
until golden 
brown.Remove to 
a wire rack and 
serve warm.

Make your own Super Santa Cupcake 


Preparation time 30 mins Cooking time 25 mins • Makes 12 cupcakes 


Ingredients 

For the Cupcake 

200g Unrefined golden caster sugar 
200g Butter (unsalted) softened • 3 eggs 
200g Self-raising flour • ltsp Vanilla extract 

For the Father Christmas Topper 

250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, choco¬ 
late, white & black • 60ml Water • Apricot lam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas 
mark 4) and line a 12 hole cupcake tin with 
cases. 

2. Cream together the butter and sugar until 
pale and fluffy, then add the eggs one by one 
mixing in well in betweenm then add the 
vanilla extract. Fold in the flour then spoon 
into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or 
until golden and a skewer come out clean. 

4. To make the father Christmas cake topper, 
use the red sugar paste icing and roll out a ball 
about 5cm in diameter then flatten the base. 
Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 
1.5cm diameter for his arms and finally make 
a cone shape for his hat and squash the 
pointed end over to one side. 

5. Take some of the white icing and a little of 
the red and roll them together until the red 
blends in to give you a pink colour for his 
head. 

6. Next take some black icing and roll 2 small 
balls for eyes, 2 larger balls for his gloved 
hands and then roll out a little for a belt. 

7. To assemble, use a little water to glue the 
black belt onto the red body. Next finish the 


arms by attaching the black hands to the ends 
of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some 
of the white icing until is around the end of 
the arms for his cuffs, using some water to 
glue. Then cut the arms leaving a diagonal 
edge. Attach these using a little water, squash¬ 
ing the arms around the body. 

8. Next make a small ball using the white 
icing for a pom pom and attach to the top of 
the hat. 

9. To finish, cut a disc of white icing and cut 
out a small edged piece for his beard, and 2 
smaller pieces for his moustache. Make a 
small ball using red icing for nose. The attach 
2 small balls of white icing and small black 
icing balls for his eyes. 

10. To decorate your cupcake, roll out some 
chocolate icing and cut into disc, place this on 
the cake using some warm apricot jam to stick. 
Then place the jolly father Christmas on top.

plete a re-working of his pop classic'Perfect.' 

Nevin is joined by a cast of some of Britain's finest 
musicians, including his former Fairground band- 
mates Simon Edwards on rock-steady bass and 
Roger Beaujolais, whose vibraphone rings joyfully 
throughout atop the drums of master stickman 
Richard Marcangelo. 

Some songwriters can work the chart shift, work¬ 
ing a 9 to 5 hitmaking regime. Others write when 
the inspiration strikes, and the inspiration has been 
striking Mark Nevin for the better part of a quarter- 
century. His resume runs from the multi-million-sell¬ 
ing 'Perfect'to writing with everyone from Morrissey 
to Ringo Starr. It includes collaborations with Car- 
leen Anderson, Lloyd Cole and the irreplaceable 
Kirsty MacColl, and covers of his songs by Joe 
Cocker, David Bowie, even Julio Iglesias. 

FAIRGROUND ATTRACTION 

Teaming up with Scottish singer Eddi Reader, 
firstly for demos as a duo and then becoming the 
four-piece Fairground Attraction, they knew they 
were onto a winner. "When we played 'Perfect'for 
the first time, the audience went ballistic." As indeed 
they did when the single was released in 1987, soar¬ 
ing to No. 1 in the UK and becoming a worldwide 
phenomenon. 

As Nevin says, Fairground Attraction went from 0 
to 100 in no time. Another top ten single, 'Find My 


Love,'flowed from Nevin's pen, and they went on to 
a huge debut album,'The First Of A Million Kisses,' 
which stayed on the chart for nearly a year. BRIT 
Awards followed for both Best Single and Best 
Album, in the year of the most famous ceremony in 
the event's history (Mick Fleetwood and Sam Fox, 
say no more). 

Inevitably, the group crashed and burned, but 
Nevin moved swiftly to pastures new. "I was doing 
so many things then, working with Kirsty, with Mor¬ 
rissey, Carleen Anderson, then the Sweetmouth 
album with Brian Kennedy, it was like I was working 
non-stop." 

Nevin went on to write extensively with Morris¬ 
sey, on the 'Kill Uncle'and'Your Arsenal'albums and 
four consecutive top 40 singles ('Our Frank,"Sing 
Your Life,"Pregnant ForThe LastTime'and'Sing Your 
Life'). David Bowie covered the duo's 'I Know It's 
Gonna Happen Someday,' then Mark and Kirsty 
MacColl charted the breakups of their respective 
marriages and turned it into something beautiful, 
on her'Titanic Days'album. Nevin had his own Bea- 
tle moment, when Sir George Martin conducted the 
orchestra on the song Mark wrote with Ringo Starr, 
'I'm Yours.'

1. If you've outgrown your home and you can make it bigger 
by building an extension or converting the loft, cellar or garage, 
doing the work is often more economical than moving and

a main bedroom, bathroom or shower room and even, if there's 
enough space, a walk-in wardrobe or dressing room.

3. These days, smaller, separate rooms are out and larger, open- 
plan rooms are in - as far as most of us are concerned. However, 
totally open-plan space isn't necessarily the best way to add 
value, or live day to day, especially if you have children.

rate, more formal sitting 
room works well for 
many families.

to add a ground-floor extension (which can also often be done 
under your home's permitted development rights) to enlarge 
the existing kitchen and any rooms you're combining it with, 
such as a separate dining room. Add a wall of bi-fold doors 
leading out to the garden to give a wonderful feeling of inside- 
outside space and you have a valuable addition to your home. 

5. If enlarging the kitchen isn't an option, modernising a dated 


kitchen is one of the best things you can do. Kitchens and bath¬ 
rooms are the rooms that most sell homes because replacing 
them is expensive and disruptive, and while you don't have to 
spend a fortune to get a good look, any money spent is usually 
a good investment in these key rooms.

HOW-TO TIP 

Do you have unsightly radiator-pipe holes in varnished or 
stained floorboards? This is a common problem if the radiators 
have been moved, leaving the old holes. Carefully lifting the 
boards with holes in and fixing a piece of wood underneath 
will enable you to fill the holes easily. If you can't get the boards 
up and there's nothing to fill on to, gradually build up wood 
filler around the edge of each hole and when that's set hard, 
fill the middle of the hole. Use a flexible wood filler that's the 
same as, or a similar colour to, the floorboards, or stain the filler 
the same colour for a good finish.

In veteran racing (over 40) the 
club is now one of the top few in 
the country in terms of results, 
making the top 10 in three of the 
four categories in the World 
Championships. 

The club has a strong social 
side, with plenty of off-water ac¬ 
tivities and training plus ample 
post row coffees by the Cobb, 
evening drinks in the local pubs 
and a monthly social get to¬ 


gether. 

There are lots of club members 
who prefer to row for the sheer 
pleasure of some healthy exer¬ 
cise in Lyme Bay in these beau¬ 
tifully crafted traditional 
wooden boats. 

The club’s origins stem from a 
desire for long distance Ocean 
rowing, and in 2016 a division 
started up focusing on just this. 
They have taken part in several 
long distance races and plan 
many more for 2017. 

In fact the club has five At¬ 
lantic Ocean crossings under the 


belts of its membership. 

During the racing season the 
club attended more regattas than 
ever before and has sent crews 
to 25 separate regattas. 

Furthermore, some club mem¬ 
bers will fly off to Bermuda this 
month to represent Lyme in the 
first ever gig races on the other 
side of the Atlantic. 

There has been huge success 
in the regattas. The men’s A 
crew have lead the way with 
wins in Weymouth, Ilfracombe, 
Bridport and Lyme and came in 
14th out of 160 crews in the 
World Championships on the 
Isles of Scilly. 

Not be outdone the men’s vets 
crew (over 40s) won in Wey¬ 
mouth, Bridport, Lyme, Ilfra¬ 
combe and Teignmouth plus a 
fine 2nd in the highly ranked 
Rame regatta and a brilliant 4th 
in the World Championships. 

There were further wins also 
for the men’s C crew in Dart¬ 
mouth and the men’s supervets 
in Lyme. 

Although fewer victories for 
the ladies, they have progressed 
up through the ranks with great 
strides. 

The ladies supervets tasted 
victory in Ilfracombe while the 
ladies A made the top 50 for the 
first time in the World Champi¬ 
onships. 

All the ladies crews con¬ 
tributed to Lyme’s first ever club 
trophy in a regatta, winning the 
overall award in their home re¬ 


gatta in August. 

During 2016 the club added 
two new boats to the fleet. A 
plastic gig named Prospero to 
allow access for even more row¬ 
ers and a new fibre glass skiff 
named Storm Force. 

The club also invested in six 
new Concept 2 rowing machines 
to provide training opportunities 
for when rowing is cancelled 
due to poor weather. 

Another great landmark comes 
up in the New Year as Club cel¬ 
ebrate’s its 10th anniversary. 

Looking forward to the 2017 
season, the club has voted in 
new men’s captain Ton Short 
with ladies caption Anna Doxey 
being re-elected. 

The months of winter training 
now start in preparation for the 
first race in March.
